That  the  Wartburg  college  concert  band  has  become  a 
musical  organization  of  which  Knights  might  well  be  proud 
was  demonstrated  Thursday  evening  when  the  band  pre¬ 
sented  its  first  formal  concert  of  the  year  in  the  Waverly 
high  school  auditorium. 

Received  by  a  comparatively 
small,  but  enthusiastic,  audience, 
the  45  young  musicians,  directed 
by  Edfield  A.  Odegard,  opened 
their  evening  program  with 
■'Second  Suite  in  F."  Written 
especially  for  band  by  Gustav 
Holst,  the  former  military  band 
trombonist  who  achieved  a  certain 
amount  of  fame  for  his  interpre¬ 
tation  of  English  folk  music,  the 
suite  presented  four  varying  num¬ 
bers. 

Three  Outstanding. 

Outstanding  numbers  on  the 
concert  program,  as  measured  by 
audience  reaction,  were  the  popu¬ 
lar  “Hora  Staccato,"  “Funiculi 
Funicula”  and  "Maleguena."  Long 
well-known  in  its  variations, 

Hora  Staccato"  was  made  even 
nore  impressive  by  the  profes¬ 
sional  volume  control  by  which 
the  flutists  were  given  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  demonstrate  their  pro¬ 
ficiency. 

Probably  the  most  dynamic 
and  classical  number  in  the  con¬ 
cert  repertoire  was  the  finale 
from  Shostakovich’s  "Fifth  Sym¬ 
phony."  Use  of  the  piano  and 
stringed  bass  in  this  number 
added  much  to  the  audience’s  ap¬ 
preciation  of  this  martial  number, 
which  was  used  as  background 
music  in  the  motion  picture,  "Iron 
Curtain."

With  these  simple  words  begins  the  story  of  the  life  of 
the  greatest  Servant  of  all  time — Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of 
God  and  Son  of  Man.  In  the  simple  surrounding  described  by 
the  physician-apostle,  St.  Luke,  began  the  earthly  life  of  | 
the  One  concerning  Whose  birth  Christians  throughout  the 
world  have  begun  to  rejoice  during  another  Advent  season. 

Most  people  like  to  read  the  simple  story  of  Jesus’  birth, 
some  because  of  the  spiritual  beauty  and  others  because  it 
fails  to  present  the  Saviour  as  a  demanding  Lord.  It  is  diffi¬ 
cult  for  the  latter  ones  to  place  the  Christ  of  Calvary  in  that 
picture  of  the  newborn  Babe  in  the  manger  in  Bethlehem ;  but 
that  picture  of  Christ  is  apparent  to  Christians  throughout 
the  world  during  this  pre-Christmas  season,  as  well  as  any 
other  time  of  the  year.  The  social  part  the  Christian  gospel  is 
based  upon  Christ’s  words,  “And  whosoever  will  be  chief 
among  you,  let  him  be  your  servant.”  (Matt.  20:27) 

This  week  John  Bowman,  financial  secretary  of  Wart- 
burg’s  March  of  Dimes,  that  organization  devoted  to  serving 
the  oppressed  peoples  of  Europe  by  sending  food  and  cloth¬ 
ing,  reported  that  the  four  cents  weekly  per  capita  dona¬ 
tion  to  this  cause  is  the  lowest  it  has  been  since  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  project  March  11,  1947.  A  comparison  of  this 
figure  with  last  summer’s  average  of  25  cents  a  student  re¬ 
veals  that  not  as  many  students  are  giving  as  could. 

Since  the  start  of  the  campus  March  of  Dimes  project 
almost  two  years  ago  $2,974.89  has  been  received  in  cash 
and  about  $1,500  worth  of  clothing  has  been  collected.  The 
nearly  eight  hundred  boxes  which  have  been  sent  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  people  in  Europe  make  a  good  record,  but 
it  can  be  improved. 

Christmastime  is  another  period  in  which  Christians 
should  renew  their  pledge  to  the  Saviour,  who  was  bom  in 
Bethlehem  a  little  less  than  two  thousand  years  ago.  Sendee 
to  God  and  man  forms  an  integral  part  of  their  Christianity.

World  Views  By  Grelling 

Cold  War  Not  Ideological 

The  current  political  crisis  between  East  and  West  has  often  been 
defined  as  a  test  of  strength  between  two  ideologies — democracy  and 
totalitarianism.  The  western  block  supposedly  stands  for  freedom  and 
liberty,  while  Russia  and  her  satellites  represent  slavery  and  serfdom. 
Psychologically  such  a  definition  of  what  is  essentially  a  war  of 
economic  influences  is  evidently  of  great  value.  But  can  that  defini¬ 
tion  stand  the  test  of  closer  and  more  discriminating  investigations? 

Let  us  take  China  as  an  example.  The  United  States  is 
spending  millions  of  dollars  every  month  to  support  a  govern¬ 
ment  which  is  anything  but  democratic.  Generalissimo  Chiang 
Kai  Chck  is  a  dictator  in  his  own  right.  The  Kuomintang.  or  Na¬ 
tionalist,  party  is  to  China  what  the  Communist  party  is  to 
Russia.  As  a  matter  of  fact  the  present  civil  war  in  China  is 
nothing  but  an  outgrowth  of  the  suppression  of  the  Commun¬ 
ists  which  began  when  Chiang  came  to  power  in  1927.  Can  one 
call  a  government  which  outlaws  certain  parties,  simply  because 
they  do  not  agree  with  the  policies  of  the  party  in  power,  demo- 

It  is  not  the  intention  of  your  columnist  to  say  that  we  should 
refuse  any  further  support  to  the  Nationalists  in  China.  There  is  at 
the  present  time  nothing  else  we  can  do.  They  are  on  our  side  and  we 
stand  to  lose  more  if  the  Communists  take  over  than  if  the  Nationalists 
stay  in  power.  But  if  the  crisis  were  really  ideological,  we  should 
support  neither  of  the  two.  It  is  only  when  we  admit  that  the  friction 
between  East  and  West  is  due  mainly  to  economic  factors  and  has 
very  little  if  anything  to  do  with  the  democracy  or  dictatorship  that 
our  far-eastern  policy  makes  sense. 

Were  we  fighting  for  democracy,  the  war  in  China  should 
be  definitely  to  our  advantage,  because  it  involves  the  weakening 
of  one  of  two  parties,  both  of  which  are  basically  opposed  to  our 
ideals. 

Our  politicians  in  Washington  should  attempt  to  make  the  general 
public  realize,  even  at  the  risk  of  disillusioning  it,  that  the  present 
cold  war  is  really  nothing  but  the  fight  between  two  powerful  na- 
s  which  realize  that  they  cannot  exist  side  by  side  without  making 
e  unwilling  to  make  those  concessions.

Coach  Lives  Busy  Life 
As  Athletic  Director

Coach  “Ax”  Bundgaard  breezed  into  the  east  office  of 
the  gym  followed  closely  by  fellow-mentor  Nelson.  He  dis¬ 
patched  some  urgent  business,  giving  a  pass  to  a  reporter 
from  one  of  the  local  newspapers,  and  turned  to  me  and  said, 
“You  want  some  information,  right?  Have  a  seat.” 

This  reporter  sat  down  and  Jan,, 

Frese  set  to  work  at  a  typewriter  by 
another  table  beating  out  a  test  for 
the  fellows  taking  fundamentals 
of  football.  Amidst  an  atmosphere 
that  spelled  athletics  in  capital 
letters — basketballs  on  the  floor, 
schedules  and  pictures  on  the  wall, 
people  popping  in  to  ask  pertinent 
questions,  the  noise  of  gym  crew 
setting  up  the  basket  on  the  stage, 

Bob  Lehmann  delivering  the  mail 
(a  basketball  textbook  and  some 
announcements)  —  Coach  Bund¬ 
gaard  threw  some  light  on  him¬ 
self  and  the  athletic  situation  at 
Wartburg. 

Bachelor's  From  Midland. 

Prof.  Bundgaard  received  his 
bachelor’s  degree  in  physical  edu¬ 
cation  at  Midland  college,  Fre¬ 
mont,  Neb.,  in  1939.  While  there, 
he  lettered  four  years  in  football, 
basketball  and  tennis.  Upon 
graduation,  he  coached  at  several 
high  schools  in  Nebraska.  Coach¬ 
ing  the  Wayne  basketball  team  to 
the  class  B  state  championship  in 
1942  is  the  thing  which  stands 
out  most  in  his  mind. 

He  enlisted  in  the  Navy  as 
chief  specialist  in  Gene  Tunney’s 
physical  training  program.  Eleven 
months  latef-he  was  commissioned 
as  an  ensign  and  went  to  sea  after 
six  months  more  training.  His 
duties  were  those  of  a  communi¬ 
cations  officer.  He  was  released 
from  active  duty  as  a  lieut.  j.  g.  in 
Oct.  1945. 

After  his  release,  to  twills, 
tweeds,  and  taxes,  he  returned  to 
his  chosen  profession.  He  attended 
the  University  of  Nebraska  for  a 
semester  and  then  tranferred  to 
the  University  of  Michigan  where 
he  received  his  master’s  degree 
on  Aug.  1,  1947.  He  came  to  Wart¬ 
burg  in  the  same  month  to  take 
over  his  new  position  as  athletic 
director  and  basketball  and  track 
coach.  The  combined  efforts  of 
him  and  Coach  Nelson  have  placed 
the  Knights  in  a  prominent  place 
on  Iowa’s  athletic  map  in  the 
short  time  they  have  been  here. 

Married  In  1943. 

He  was  married  in  1943,  and 
he  and  his  wife  have  two  chil¬ 
dren.  He  doesn't  have  much  time 
for  o  u  fs  i  d  e  interests  n  o  w, 
basketball  and  his  family  taking 
too  much  time.  However,  he  did 
collect  records  at  one  time.  He 
tried  his  hand  at  gardening  this 
summer  just  “for  the  heck  of  it." 

The  athletic  director  had  some  ; 
very  favorable  comments  to  make  : 
about  his  experiences  at  Wart-  | 
burg.  “Spirit  is  one  of  the  prime  ' 
requisites  of  the  game  and  I  think  j 
athletes  at  Wartburg  definitely 
have  it.  The  thing  that  stands  out  | 
most  in  my  mind  is  the  way  the 
football  team  came  from  behind  I 
to  beat  Luther  in  the  Homecoming  1 
game  in  1947.  It  was  an  outstand-  [ 
ing  example  of  spirit  and  deter-  | 
mination.  They  have  done  it  so  , 
many  times  now  that  no  Wart-  j 
burg  team  is  beat  until  the  game  I 


ends.  They’ve  come  from  be¬ 
hind  so  often,  such  as  the  Par¬ 
sons  and  Buena  Vista  games." 

When  questioned  about  school 
spirit  he  replied,  “The  spirit  of 
the  fans  has  a  noticeable  effect 
on  the  players.  Any  display  of 
spirit  as  the  team  breaks  ov‘  ' 
a  huddle  or  takes  the  floor  is  very 
effective  as  far  as  the  teai 
concerned." 

Coach  Bundgaard  closed  the 
session  with  the  remark,  "The 
athletic  department  is  looking 
forward  to  the  day  when  the  ath¬ 
letic  facilities  are  completed.”
